But oureonlenijiorary is 
nltogcther inisiakeu iu attrihutiii.L;- to 
US either disappointment at tlio result, 
or an attempt to bring about a diltei - 
ent result. Whou, however, it is 
stated that the public have, by tlic re- 
election of those who accepted oiiico 
in the present Cabinet, not only ex- 
pressed approval of its policy, but 
have, "particularly iu the re-election of 
Mr. Armstrong by acclamation, put 
the seal of their eudorsation upon 
every act and measure of the Govern- 
ment from the day that they took office 
until the presold moment.—" when, 
we say, such an assertion is bohlly 
made, we feel called upon to join issue, 
and assert the truth. Did wo thiidc it 
jiossible that our contempurary is as 
i_L;iU)raid of the real state of judilic 
0]nni()n as these words seem to imply 
wo might answer it witli nmre cou- 
Hideration; but w(! iiave reason to know 
that it is the constant rcciiuent of that 
peculiar kind of evidence most con- 
vineing to a journalist, proving an 
exactly opposite condition of the public 
mind. Our contemporary will under- 
stand to what wo refer. Unlimited 
"Government pap" may for th<; 
moment act as a counter-irrityut; but 
it can never make up for the loss of 
the confidence and support of the 
bone and sinew of the country. On 
the other hand, we are in constant 
receipt of that kind of evidence most 
cheering and grateful to a public jour- 
nalist, proving most conclusively that 
our humble efforts in the cause of con- 
stitutional right have not been alto- 
gether unappreciated in the interior of 
the country. To assert that the polii-y of 
the Govornmout in starving ontlyinf,' dis- 
tricts in order to build ni> a strong and Jig- 
nifled Ministry — weakening the Legis- 
lature in order to strengthen the Execu- 
tive meets public approbation is a palpable 
absurdity. When our conteniponuy wiys 
thatsuoh doings are approved of thidiif,'!i- 
out the country, it asserts tii.it which is 
untrue, knowing it to bo sj! Iu tnith. it 
would he imi)0!jsililG tu behcve tiiut tin' 
])eoplQ could ai)pr()Ne of a jxiiicy ■\vhirli 
aims at such au e.v;i)en.sivc uiid diLn;;rn)us 
centndi/.ation of power, -leaving' thiin 
without schools and for tlio most [iiirt 
without roads in order to bttild up a 
"strong Government.'" What i.s a Gov- 
ernment for ? Is it to ab.sorb tlie revenue, 
and leave the people to Uiko care of theni- 
selves? It would really seem so. We 
repeat that defeat soraetinioa lurks under 
the garb of Biaeming victory ; and, lu'forc 
very long, ourloeal conteniponuy will 14)- 
preciato tlie force of the ruiuai I;, if, in- 
deed, it has not a tolerably clear inkhng 
of it already.

Xnlixmiaiiity and Cowardice 

The Pekin, Illinois, lie;/is/i-r reports a 
case of singular inhumanity and cowurd- 
ico.

A 
party at Gooding's house heard the man 
halloo. They went out and spoke to him. 
Ho said that he was so cold and benumb- 
ed that ho eould not hoi]) himself, and 
bogged of them for the Lord's sake to help 
him out of tlut water, and he would serve 
them and work forthem one year without 
pay or reward. Ho was then about eighty 
t(>e't from dry land, and the water whore 
he was was not more than three and a- 
half feet d(!op, and no ice of any eonse- 
queiua'.

They 
then went home to warm themselves liy 
the fire for about two hours and then went 
to bed. After sleeping au hour, aroused 
hy his cries which wore 'very pitiful,' as 
the witness said, the two Goodings and 
Hon<' got up and went nut aeiiin, and tohl 
him if ho wouhl go down stream a slioi t 
way he eould get out, but he said : 'Mister, 
I can't do it. loan'twalk.' They then 
went back to the houao, and they heard 
or saw no more of liim until they .saw him 
dead the next morning, Tho eviilence 
showed that by a littlo energy and charity 
fifteen men and a boat could have been 
brought to the man's reUef in fifteen min- 
utes.
